Report from Havana. 

Havana, Cuba, November 19, 1900. 

Sib : I hare the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended November 17, 1900 : 

A norther, causing very rongh seas outside, reached here on the 
morning of the 11th instant, and a sensible drop in temperature fol- 
lowed. Although the wind died away the next day, yet the tempera- 
ture, as a whole, remained lower this week than any time this season. 

The yellow fever situation still shows improvement. There were 57 
cases on hand this week against 76 cases on hand last week, and 101 
cases the week before. 

Two vessels carrying immigrants arrived during the week, the Ber- 
enguerel Grande and the Montserrat, bringing 425 and 141 immigrants, 
respectively. The nonimmunes, as usual, were landed at the immigra- 
tion barracks at Triscornia Wharf, and were not allowed to depart until 
they had secured employment. 

The captain of the Cuban revenue cutter Baracoa was taken ill in a 
hotel in the city with yellow fever on the 11th instant, and died four days 
later. As he had slept one night previously on board, four days before, 
as a precautionary measure, the vessel was sent to the Sanator and dis- 
infected. 

Telegrams from Passed Assistant Surgeon GuiteVas report 3 cases of 
yellow fever at Matanzas, 2 among soldiers at Hamilton Barracks and 1 
a civilian ; local source of infection. 

A dispatch was received from Dr. Doty, announcing the removal on 
the 15th instant of the quarantine at New York against Cuban ports. 

The disinfecting machinery is now on board the Susanna, and the 
pipe connections will soon be made. This work has been done at com- 
paratively little expense by our own attendants, under the immediate 
supervision of Acting Asst. Surg. John Prick. 

Repairs and improvements at the Mariel Quarantine Station are pro- 
gressing favorably. Two steam chambers and other machinery were 
landed there on the 17th and will be placed in position by our own 
force. 

I inclose vital statistics of the city of Havana for the month of 
October, also a letter from Dr. Gorgas explanatory thereof. 

The usual mortuary report for the week is inclosed.

2 cases, 26 occupied blocks with 3 cases, 27 occupied blocks with 4 cases, 8 occupied 
blocks with 5 cases, 13 occupied blocks with 6 cases, 4 occupied blocks with 7 cases, 

3 occupied blocks with 8 cases, 1 occupied block with 9 cases, 2 occupied blocks with 
10 cases, 2 occupied blocks with 11 cases, 1 occupied block with 13 cases, 1 occupied 
block with 14 cases, 1 occupied block with 16 cases. 

Havana has 857 occupied blocks. If we deduct 397 that have had yellow fever we 
have 460 occupied blocks that had not a single case. The city of Havana has 16,482 
houses, in only 709 of which have occurred cases of yellow fever this year, leaving 15,773 
houses that have not had a case.
